Only One Man Holds Key to Secret of 
New Polio Test Aimed at Prevention

NEW YORK. (AP) - Only one 


mrn will ever know the big secret 
of the polio test aimed at prevent- 
in* Infantile paralysis. 


This secret is: Which children 


actually will get the blood medi- 
cine-gamma globulin 
or 
G. G.- 


that may neutralize the polio virus 
before it can cause patalysis. 


In, towns hit by polio epidemics, 


some 30.000 children Will be given 
the "G. G. injections. Another 30.- 
000 will get injections from vials 
that look exactly like the G. G. 
vials but these shots will be only 
innocuous gelatin. 


Will Bo Charted 


• 
The children, their parents, and 


doctors in the town will not know 
which youngsters got the G. G., 
and which got the gelatin. 
The 


only man who will know will be a 
statistician, keeping a 
master 


chart. 


This is the only, way in which 


to run. fairly and scientifically, a 
great human experiment to test a 
medicine that may bring a break- 
through against polio. 


Each vial, whether of G. G. or 


gelatin, will bear a number. When 
its contents are 
injected, 
the 


child's name will be marked down 


with the number of that vial. This 
list will go to the master file. 


All summer, doctors will observe 


the children, and report to the mas- 
ter file which ones, if any, develop 
polio. When those results are in. 
the statistician can compare the 
two groups of children. 


'.May Be .lust Hop* 


If there is no difference—G. G. 


was just another empty hope. 


In monkeys, it's found that the 


polio virus gets into the 
blood- 


stream before it enters nerves and 
causes paralysis. G. G. <hots giv- 
en to monkeys can 
capture and 


neutralize the virus while it is in 
their blood. 


But we don't know whether the 


virus behaves the same way in 
humans, and whether G. G. can 
keep the virus out 
of human 


nerves. G. G. is a protein, fiom 
blood, which carries 
antibodies 


against the virus. 


The human tests aie supported 


by the National Foundatnon for In- 
fantile Paralysis. 


Medical teams aie waiting to 


move into polio-stricken towns. 
They will choose places wheie a 
polio epidemic is on the rise, but 
not yet at its peak, a town where 
presumably many children 
have 


just been exposed to the virus, or 
are.likely to get it.

It would have to be given 
at a lime shortly before or when 
the virus was in the bloodstream. 


The G. G. shot would stay effec- 


tive only three to six weeks, be- 
fore your own body 
removed it 


fiom the blood. The G. G. shots 
would have to be repeated to give 
continuing protection.

Vienna's University clinic tested

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Businessman's Outlook Is 
Discussed by C.-C Official 


Harry A. Bulli* 


Harry A. Bullis. chairman of the 


board of General Mills. Inc.. and 
a National Chamber vice presi- 
dent, gave a series of five talks 
to discuss "A Businessman's Out- 
look on Contemporary Life." 


They consisted of interviews by 


Moderator 
Dwight Cooke, were 


part of a series entitled "You and 
the World." 


Bullis discussed such subjects as 


Business and World Peace. Busi- 
ness and^ Europe, Business and 
Government 
and 
Business 
and 


Labor. 


"Our entire economy is based 


on peace," Bullis said. "Peace 
means freedom to carry on busi- 
ness without the crippling restric- 
tions and regulations war always 
brings. Once we start narrowing 
the right of individual enterprise, 
we begin to hack at the roots of 
our American democracy and free 
enterprise ... If we keep devel- 


our industrial know-how to 


highest level of efficiency and 


keep constantly 
expanding our 


production, the Reds may begin 
to hax« a wholesom* fear of wag- 
Ing a war against it." 


Three steps to achieve this were 


outlined by Bullls: 


1. Substitute more mechanical 


power for human and animal pow- 
er in the production and distribu- 
tion of goods. 


2. Apply scientific methods more 


generally. 


3. Invest more in scientific re- 


search. 


"And brViind this," Buliis said, 


, "we must 'have a philosophy far 


beyond stopping a shooting war. 
Our American free enterprise sys- 
tem depends on world peace for 
its continued existence. We must 
make that fact clear not only to 
millions of troubled Americans but 
to people all over the world." 


Discussing business and Europe, 


Bullis stressed that Europe should 
be won by appealing to its own 
self-interest rather than pouring 
out aid to a backbreaking extent 
for the United States. Encourag- 
ing foreign trade "would lessen 
the cost to us of foreign assist- 


ance," and "would feed dollars in- 
to an anemic European economy," 
he said. 


Urging a sensible use and extent 


of government, Bullis continued: 
"Government should never be al- 
lowed to forget that it is an agent 
of us all ... 
every time we im- 


pose another economic control, we 
are' putting the bite on freedom 
. . . In a cold war there is'a limit 
to.how high taxes can go without 
weakening our ability to expand 
pi eduction. We want government 
to reduce its costs by cutting un- 
necessary 
services, 
putting its 


house in order by following the 
Hoover Commission recommenda- 
tions and avoid building up excess 
military equipment. In order to 
make our federal budget bearable, 
we must produce more and in- 
crease our national income by in- 
creasing productivity of labor by 
providing efficient, 
up 
to date 


plans and labor saving machinery, 
continue research, develop new 
products and services, and mar- 
kets for them." 


In labor-management relations, 


Bullis sees recognition of human 
relations in industrial life as a 
means to avoid more government 
controls which "would slowly par- 
alyze our free enterprise system 
and'bring us nearer to socialism, 
or statism." Management should 
recognize workers as individuals, 
for its own benefit, and "convince 
them that their opportunities will 
be In d/rcct ratio to the success of 
the business that employs them." 


Concluding the1 interviews with 


a strongly expressed belief in re- 
ligion, Bullis said he is unfashion- 
able enough to be an optimist 
about the future because "lack of 
faith can weaken men to the point 
of corruption. But I believe that 
faith in God gives them faith also 
in their future. And that's what I 
mean by optimism."

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Weil's Disease Reason for

For anyone who hates rats as 


much as I do, it is a pleasure to 
comply with Mrs. R's request to 
discuss Weil's disease. 


This is much more a disease of 


rats than it is of human beings, 
but in rats the disease can last for 
a long time, and these pests then 
can become a source of danger to 
human beings. 


The germ-which causes Weil's 


disease is excreted in the urine of 
infected rats, and therefore sewer 
workers, coal i..iners, ditch dig- 
gers, fish cutters, or any others 
who work in damp places infested 
by rats are • liable to catch the 
disease. 


Indeed, there have been a num- 


ber of cases of human disease ac- 
quired by swimming in contami- 
nated ponds or canals. 


Like other germ diseases of 


mankind, there is an interval be- 
tween infection and the appear- 
ance of the first symptom which 
is usually about eight to 12 days. 
Once this period has passed, signs 
of the disease come on rapidly, 
usjially with chills and fever. 


Headache, pains in the muscles, 


and sometimes-disturbances in the 
digestive tract or other evidences 
of illness are frequent. There are 
a number of unpleasant complica- 
tions of the disease also, and about 
one person in 20 who has a severe 
attack dies from the disease. 


It is important that an early and 


correct diagnosis of Weil's disease 
be msde, and this is not always 
easy because it resemblesv other 
acute infections, and since it is not 
exactly common, a problem in 
diagnosis is often present.

given early. Both penicillin and 
aureomycin are used, but their 
effectiveness in cure is not com- 
plete.

He was reputed to have an ar- 


rangement with his principal rival, 
the infamous Dutch Schultz, where- 
by the two divided the Greater 
New York area into separate pre- 
serves.

When you're casting, fur in- 


stance, it's easier to cast uith the 
uind bloxiing across jour body 
to jour rod arm. In thin way the 
wind \vill keep the fly away from 
jour face, neck, and cars. What's 
more, the cross breeze will pre- 
vent the line from getting fouled 
around your rod tip. 


Of course you can't always get 


favorable winds, but you can learn 
to cast with cither hand. I did, 
and it's easy. You know how the 
cast should be made, and there's 
no muscle memories or bad habits 
to break, so all you need is a little 
patience and practice.

Is the Question

WASHINGTON —(AP)— Be pre- 


pared to get dizzy between now 
and next Monday. 


Between now and then congress 


must decide whether it wants to 
keep price and wage 
controls. 


They die June 30 unless congress 
votes to retain them. 


This is what can happen: 
1. Congress will just let all con- 


trols^ die. 


2. Congress will get so messed 


up in disagreement that just before 
the Monday deadline it will vote 
a stop-gap measure to keep the 
controls a little longer, until it can 
get unmessed and make up its 
mind. 


3. By some miracle both houses 


can agree by Monday on a single 
bill—which President Truman con- 
siders workable—to keep the con- 
trols beyond June 30. 


4. Congress can produce a bill 


to keep the controls, but one which 
Truman considers so unworkable 
that he'll veto it. That will kill all 
controls unless Congress t h e n 
conies back with a bill he does 
approve. 


There can be no continuance of 


controls at all unless both houses 
agree, by compromising their dif- 
ferences which are plenty, on a 
single bill to offer 
the White 


House. The Truman 
administra- 


tion wants the controls continued. 


Wind Blows 1,000 
Miles an Hour in 
The Stratosphere 


WASHINGTON —(API— Where 


does the wind blow 1,000 miles an 
hour? 


About 100 miles above the earth, 


the National .Geographic Society 
reported today, adding this odd bit 
of information: 


If you were up there in the iono- 


sphere, exposed to those winds, 
you'd find them too weak to blow 
your hat off. 


"The reason.' said the society 


in a report, "is that at such height! 
there is little atmosphere. In con- 
sequence, nothing exists that could 
buffet the human and tell him he 
faced a blow with a speed of more 
than 13 times the winds of hurri- 
cane force." 


The report discussed the track- 


ing of these "ghost" winds by ra- 
dar. It said Cambridge university 
scientists found one super-tornado 
streaking through the skies at 1,100 
miles an hour.
